INVFSTIGATIONS. 

The past year has seen a sudden 
increase in the number of lou level 
sightings reported to the Centre. 

For the first time motor vehicles 
have apparently been stopped due to 
the presence of an unidentified object, 
the uitnesses have been terrified on a 
number of occasions, some even suffer¬ 
ing nervous reaction to the incidents. 

Members of the Centre have spent 
considerable time and effort (at con¬ 
siderable personal expense) to track 
doun reports, and follou up for full 
details of some of Tasmania's most 
puzzling cases recorded. 

Uith lou level reports and physical 
traces of the UFO's presence being 
noted one uonders if local scientific 
circles could one day be interested in 
this aspect of the phenomena. 

Dr.J.A.Hynek's UFC Centre in the 
United States has been set up to look 
into the UFO mystery from a scientific 
point of vieu. The Centre uili be 
sending full details of the past years 
reports to the UFO Centre, but it 
seems a long uay to go for the reports 
to be looked at in a scientific light?

Late February 1974 brought the first 
lou level approach to a motor vehicle, 

the case taking place betueen Uester- 
uay and l\leu Norfolk in the early houis 
of the 25th.

It uas 0 calm starry night uhen M. 
approached the road junction at Uest- 
eruoy about 4.20 om.

the car. With -his attention off the 
raad far a moment M found the car bump¬ 
ing along the edge; he pulled up and 
found the glou had faded. After checking 
the car for any damage he looked around 
again far the light. 

Directly above, M sau a brilliant uhite 
disc uith a flat surface and an ill def¬ 
ined orange ring near the outer edge of 
the disc. M estimated the size af the 
UFO from this and later obsB'rvatians as 
being about 15ft across. 

M decided to continue on home as there 
uas little else he cauld do except find 
a further uitness. 

The UFO nou moved ahead of his car 
taking up a position about 25 degrees up 
It seemed to follou the light beams af 
the headlights, It uould round some 
earners only after the'headlight beams 
had suung around. A couple of times M 
uas disturbed ta find that on a long 
curve the abject uould 'go ahead and be 
uniting for him to catch up. At other 
times it gained elevation uhen there 
uere roadside trees. 

M stopped again at Glenora, but the 
UFO like cat and mouse just hung stat¬ 
ionary in the sky some distance ahead. 

Continuing on via the Salman Pond's 
Road M noted that the UFO nou seemed ta 
be moving fterther ahead, being visible 
belou distant hills and smaller in app¬ 
earance. 

Mear Plenty it uent behind a hill and 
reappeared as a large light over the 
hills. M sau a truck approaching and 
flagged doun the driver to ppint out the 
light that had paced him far so long. 

The driver glanced at the light, said 
he thought it uas only a star, then 
headed off touards Glenora. 

M arrived home shortly after about 
5.10pm, called out his uife and raced 
inside far his camera to take a photo¬ 
graph of the stationary light nou high 
in the eastern sky. It uasn't M's night, 
he had no film in his camera and uhilst 
inside briefly the abject disappeared. 

there uere no aircraft movements at 
the time, uhilst Uenus had not risen 
uhen the sighting commenced. The UFO 
seemed to follou the cars lights, some¬ 
thing noted near St.Helens later in the 
y ear. 



Running east from Latrobe is the 
Moriarty Roadj the road leaves the 
Bass Highuay just outside the toun, 
passes Staggs Hill and runs to the 
farming district of Moriarty some 
4)^ miles auay. 

On Wednesday evening February 27th 
something out of the ordinary appears 
to have occurred an this stretch of 
road. An UFO' sighting uas first report¬ 
ed to the Advocate Neuspaper and in 
turn to the Tas UFO Investigation 
Centre. 

A surprise uas. in stare for Greg 
Thorntan and his girlfriend Sally 
Lamprey as they returned home ta Lat- 
robe at 9.45pm along Moriarty Road. 

Greg sau the abject first uhen they 
udre about a mile east of Latrobe. 
"What's that funny looking thing",he 
asked his girlfi-iend; having noticed 
a bright orange dot ahead. Roadside 
trees abscured the vieu and the li^t 
uasn't sighted for a further 150 yds. 
Thornton nou pulled the car up and 
suitched off the headlights. 

■ There to the uest over the Mersey 
General Hospital area and several 
hunched feet up uas the bright orange 
light. Once the car lights had been 
■turned off the abject seemed to inc¬ 
rease in size. The UFO uas approach¬ 
ing rapidly but sloued as it neared 
the uitnesses, no sound could be 
heard at any stage. 

The UFO uas nou estimated to be 
only 250yds auay above the roadside 
trees at some 60ft height, it uas 
beaming brighter and surrounded by a 
shimmering effect. The UFO nau had 
the'epparent size of a tennis ball.

Sally Lamprey described it as look¬ 
ing like a triangle uith rounded 
corners. The uitnesses uere nou a 
little distrubed by the sudden close 
approach of the object so Thornton 
first started the car, then suitched 
on the headlights. As if in response 
the UFC turned on its side, "It 
appeared as a straight orange line, 
like a pencil at a 45° angle", said 
Miss Lamprey, 

The UFC accelerated to high speed 
too difficult to estimate under the 
conditions and vanished behind trees 
on a hill to the north. In all the 
sighting had lasted three minutes. 

Another Car Paced, 

Minutes later 5 miles further east 
on the Moriarty Road the same or 
similar UFC appeared to the north of 
Mr,J as he travelled touards Latrobe, 
he noticed an orange light at lou 
elevation keeping pace uith him some 
distance from the road; uondering 
uhat it could be he stopped for a 
better look. 

He could hear no sound, but noted

Unable to ascertain uhat the object 
uas Mr,J, continued on his uay to 
Latrobe, the UFC once again keeping 
him company as he travelled at 4C-5C 
mph.

Introduction. 

No definite date can be set for 
the start of the "North East Flap"j 
but from old reports discovered 
during investigations it seems there 
have been quite a feu sightings in 
the years follouing 1970. 

For the purposes of this article 
the North East has been taken very 
roughly as the area north ofaline 
taken from Launceston across to 
St.Mary's. 

Sightings uere made in the Glad¬ 
stone district as long ago as Feb. 
1970, uhen a pastoralist Mr.R.C. 
Tuc,-,er had to dive his light air¬ 
craft to 200ft to avoid collision 
uith a helicopter type object. 

A pouerful blue light at only 50 
ft elevation and lighting up the 
sand-dunes near Ringarooma Bay uas 
seen in 1971, The follouing year a 
Derby resident came across a very 
bright light above the Gladstone to 
Mt.Cameron road. He could see an 
exhaust or vapour effect belou the 
light. After follouing the light for 
a feu miles it "zipped" off. 

During 1973 the odd report came 
from the area, April at Targa, a 
red and uhite flashing light goes 
behind trees, a case the RAAF cou¬ 
ld not explain. In June tuo large 
round uhite lights lou near the road 
to Lilydale. Seen by uitnesses at 
separate locations as it moved slou- 
ly north. 

A sighting by a fisherman,August 

cant'd...C 
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near Uaterhause Island of a uhite 
light that dropped daun to almost 
sea level a feu miles in front of his 
boat. After halting briefly it van¬ 
ished to the north at fantastic speed. 

Rumours of UFD near Gladstone . 

A casual remark tc Ccrrespcndence 
Officer Paul Jackson at the State 
Library one day gave the Centre its 
first hint that lou level sightings 
had occurred someuhere in the North 
East. Efforts to follou up uere slou- 
ing dcun uhen the Secretary's mother 
heard cf a report by a Scottsdalo 
radio announcer; a telephone call,and 
it uas ascertained that Gladstone uas 
the focal point cf the rumoured reports. 

Gladstone being 2.C0 miles from Hob¬ 
art meant that a lot of investigating 
uork had tc be by medium cf the tele¬ 
phone, plus a trip ].ater in the year 
to obtain some idea cf the local 
geography.

The first apparent visit to the 
Gladstone area of an UFG occurred on 
Quakers Rd cne Sunday night early in 
December (1973) around 11pm. 

Martin Riley uas staying in the 
family caru.an on Duakors Road about 
14 miles north of Gladstone. He uas 
helping his father ujith bulldozing 
uork. 

Something over a mile from the cara¬ 
van uhen returning homo he first not¬ 
iced the light.- Pilei' cculd see a 
yellou hoadlight typo light above a 
neu tractor parl'od by the rood. Uhen 
30G yds off tfio light started to move 
on ahead of Rilev., 

He estimated its size as a couple of 
feet across and only Bft above the 
grouno. Riley I'Jds travel.ling at 40mph 
but the light eomehou kept the same 
distance ahead., 

A Sandbank roughly Eft high nou lay 
in the lights path, ho'iiover. it just 
cleared it and uac Icsr to vieu,, The 
read suL'ng aru'.nd the end of the bank, 
taut the liglit luas still there station¬ 
ary as if uoiting for tne err. Almost 
at cnce the light uas cn ti;e move 
again, this time though Riley had to

far the light found it had gene. 

The uitness said he found the exp- 
ience of follouing the light a dis¬ 
turbing one. 

THE BDDBVALLA SIGHTINGS 

Nothing appears tc have occurred 
until the end cf May uhen a series of 
sightings that uas tc last far a 
number of months commenced at the 
Boobyallo Estate about 5 miles NU of 
Gladstone. 

It all started on the evening of 
May 25th around 7.3G to Qpm uhen 3 
uitnesses uere a mile from heme on 
the read running north from Bccbyallo, 
It uas a dark cloudy evening uhen uhot 
looked something like the mocn uas 
noticed lou over the paddocks to the 
uest. The uitnesses soon realised it 
couldn't be the mcon sc they stopped 
fer a closer look at the object,(the 
mean didn't rise until about 11pm). 

The UFG uas shaped roughly like a 
large banana, bright crange belcu tc 
mere of a fire-red above to bright 
yellcu on top. The UFG uas a mere 
2Gft above the ground and stationary 
to uegin uith, a minute after they 
stopped the object started a slou 
movement touards the car. It nou seem¬ 
ed very lou as it passed in front of 
fencing and a large log heap. 



Uith the UFG nou uithin o couple cf 
hundred yards the uitnesses felt it 
uas time tc leave. They thought it uas 
about IGGft in length. 

The UFG uas last seen in the padd¬ 
ocks but uhen others returned to the 
location soon after there uas nothing 
to be seen. 

Sighting from Houses. 

The same or a remarkably similar 
object uas back again tuc nights later 
on the 27th, this time being seen fran 
the houses on the Estate at iGpm. 

Mr. N.Richards had gone out to lock 
up the fouls uhen he noticed a bright 
object in the north eastern sky. ctd.. 
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The BoGbyalla Sightings cant'd. 

He called out his family and the 
□'Meil family also, about 1D uitnesses 
in all sau the UFD for almost an hour. 

□nee again the object uas described 
as slou moving, varying its height 
from fence top to some 3Dft. It moved 
touards the houses at Boobyalla pass¬ 
ing roughly a 34 to mile to the north. 

Its shape uas banana or half moon 
and very bright yellouish orange uith 
a dark patch belou. All agreed on the 
glare that uas hard on the eyes, its 
light uas so bright the paddocks, 
fences and cous could clearly he seen. 

Estimates put its size at 20ft to 
moon sized (apparent), it could he the 
size of the object seen tuo nights 
eatlier could he closer. 

The UFO nou started to move auay from 
the uitnesses brightening and fading 
as it uent touards the uest. The UFO 
nou neared some trees and a red flash¬ 
ing light came on under the right hand 
side, then as it passed behind the 
trees four yellou lights came on - tuo 
either side of the dark area belou. 

The UFO nou faded and uas lost to vieu 
into a valley. 

Tuo groups uent out in search for 
the UFO, some adults uent along the 
road, hut sau nothing. Houever, the 
decond group of six children uent to 
the uest and sau a bright glou fading 
auay through the trees. 

JUNE SIGHTINGS 

During June UFD sightings uere made 
in the Gladstone area on four occasions 
one ueek, the first in the series being 
on June 11th at 10pm. 

A party of shooters including a 
Police Officer uere shooting near 
Rushy Lagoon; they noticed three star 
coloured headlight type lights lou 
over the track ahead. An estimate of 
40ft uos given for the area they cov¬ 
ered. The hunters folloued the lights 
along the track for 15 mins.hut could 
not close on them. They accordingly 
gave up the chose and left the area. 

Mystery Lights at Mayfield 

The very next night at around 9pm 
(l2th) once again a party of 5 hunters 
sighted on UFO. The sighting uas in 
the Rushy Lagoon area near Mayfield 
Flat. cant'd.. 


Mystery Lights at Mayfield cant'd.... 

Whilst suinging their spotlight 
around to the NW they sau a rou of 
yellou/green lights light up near the 
ground. Unable to make out uhat the 
lights uere the party moved off around 
the hill touards the flat. 

They uere amfized to see the same 
lights again, this time several hund¬ 
red feet up in the sky. No sound could 
he heard. No shape could he discerned, 
just 0 rou of lights estimated to he 
"lOft uith a se cond smaller rou above. 

Puzzled by the lights the hunters 
turned hack for the Cape Portland Rd, 
the lights seemed to follou them os 
they left hut uere soon lost to vieu. 

Stopping just before they reached 
the road, they uere disturbed to find 
that the lights uere h^ck, about 400 
yds auay just above the trees. On 
reaching the road all car lights and 
the engine uere turned off hut nothing 
could he seen or heard. Some of the 
lights had been n steady colour hut 
others seemed to flash more the longer 
the uitnesses hod uatched them. 

THE UFO RESPONDS? 

Again on the I4th our by nou familiar 
UFO returned, this time R.Graves sau 
it just before midnight to the south 
of Gladstone. 

He could see a round silver pulsing 
object lou to the south and decided 
that by driving out on the Sth Mt, 
Cameron Rd, he uould ^et a better look. 

About Vk miles out of the tounthe 
doject uas very lou hetueen him and 
Sugarloaf Mtn, it uould have been 
closer than 3^ a mile and maybe some 
400ft up. The UFD appeared to he pac¬ 
ing Graves' car as he headed south. 

After being paced for % a mile the 
object seemed huge and close so that 
Graves felt it uas time to turn hack. 

He did so and raced for Gladstone at 
high speed accompanied by the UFO. 

About a mile from the toun the UFD 
shot over his car and uas lost to vieu. 

Calling at his uncle's in Gladstone 
Graves noticed the object nou high and 
smaller in the east. They uatched the 
object for around lOmins. os it pulsed 
and changed colours to red,green,orange 
then hack to silver. They flashed the 
car lights at the object uhich seemed 
to pulse in response. cant'd 
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i-p-^ pnnri'q _cnntJ 
Graves then centinued en home te 
Rushy Lagoon 6 miles north of the toun^ 
the light seemed te keep him oempony 
oil the uoy. Onoe home he oalled out 
four members of his family te vieu the 
strange light. They uatohed for seme 
"ID minutes but seen lest interest as 
the light faded auay into the north 
east sky. 


■■uiaJJci-ng a dog on 't'he.jDeaob-^-'t-he- dog 
beoame exoitable and they notioed a 
bright airoraft type light about fi a 
mile te the east aver the sea. 

They oantaoted the Centie's Sighting 
□ffioer uha gave hints an observing 
the strange light. The UFO darted 
around at angles in the sky, havered, 
altered oourse and speed and flashed 
oalaurs. 


Final Report. 

The final report in the series uas 
□n the iSth uhen the glou of the UFO 
lit up the rooms at the Baobyolla 
Estate. Mr. Riohards and his uife uat¬ 
ohed the bonana shaped UFO lau ta the 
NE tauards the Rushy Lagaon direotion. 

The very bright yellau/arange abjeot 
uas around 70ft up but some distanoe 
off. It uas travelling very slouly 
east and after half an hour the uitne- 
ssBs returned ta bed. As the UFO maved 
auay the shadous oast in the room last¬ 
ed for quite a uhHe. It ucs that 
bright it uas glary bit the e\/es. 

JULY SIGH T INGS 

Our nooturnal visitor stayed auay 
until mid-July uhon an the 20ch tuo 
PalioB Offioers betueen Sth Mt.Cameran 
and Gladstone sightao a flashing uhite 
and still blue light to the east, Tfiey 
stopped to uatoh the lights bul; last 
sight ef them uhen they moved on. Near¬ 
er to Gladstone the lights re-appeared 
leu over o hill te their SE then shat 
off along the hill-lir.e at fantastio 
s peed. 

On the 23rd at 11.30pm tlirea resid¬ 
ents returning ta Gladstone sighted o 
round uhite hall to the north of the 
tai'in. They uatohed from the roadside 
far lOmins. os the UFO uent to arnnge 
os it moved very slouly east aver the 
Rushy Lagoan area. They felt it uas 
200ft up as it silently uent bohind 
trees ta the NE...Cant'd Page 11,..,.. 


Te date the UFO had been moving vag¬ 
uely norih but at 10.45pm it started 
to travel steadily south. The uitnesses 
raoed te their oar and drove 6 miles 
south af Soamander keeping the UFO in 
sight. Hauever, by 11.30pm it uas fain¬ 
ter and looked like a moving star and 
by 12.15am it had disappeared into 
inoreasing olaud. 

Description af UFO. 

The UFO uas mainly oompoaed of lights, 
the brightest a pale yellau uas shaped 
like a sharp dome, beneath that pink, 
green, and aooasianal uhite and pale 
blue light moved from left ta right 
around uhat appeared ta be a diso like 
an upturned plate. This lauer part did 
nat appear solid but rather an area of 
light. 

From the apparent size of the UFO at 
fi a mile oould have been 20ft aoross.

In relation uith St.Patrioks Head ta 
the saubh the UFO appeated to be the 
same iieight of around 1600ft. The light 
uas first seen ta the south east and 
oume northo-iard -at first. 

Uhen it u.'as moving in a darting hav¬ 
ering pattern the uitnesses set up a 
reotangle ef sticks te fellou its meve- 
ments, there uas no oiroular er ourved 
flight noticed. Uhen stationary it ueu- 
Id halt fer 10 to 20 seoonds. Uhen it 
travelled auay te the south it did se 
steadily but at an inoreasing speed.

It uas z luoky for the Centro uhen 
senior English Master Roger Brooks and 
Gary Bensemann sighted cn UFO at 
Soamander as their meticulous notes 
resulted in one of Tasmania's best 
documented sightings. 

It uas 10.20pm uhen they uere cut

Since May, north east Tasmania has 
seen cars fcllcued, hunters approached, 
and brilliant leu level UFO's, but an 
the night cf September 16th the UFO 
came south and stepped a car an the 
Ansens Bay Read, then "Buzzed" the 
uitnesses heme at the Marshes. 

Sequence cf Events. 

Mrs .A.Richards uas returning heme 
uith her tuc children Janine (8) and 
Kathleen (5) about 9pm cn the Ansens 
Bay Read, she uas seme 4 miles north 
ef St.Helens. 

It uas dark uith light drizzle uhen 
the car approached a bridge and she 
noticed that the car radio uas going 
static, previously there had been good 
reception. 

The sky marked by the uitnesses field 
of vision ahead nou lit up; the car 
meantime had crossed the bridge and 
lost pouEr cn a slight incline beyond, 
then it stopped dead. All the lights 
of the car uent out, headlights, uire- 
less, heater and dashboard. Total dark¬ 
ness except far the light in the sky. 

Mrs.Richards tried to start the car 
but after lOsecs a deafening vibrating 
noise enveloped the car. The'noise 
farced her to caver her ears,Kathleen 
uas still asleep but Janine said the 
sound uas "deafening". 

Almost at once quite painful electric 
shacks began penetrating their bodies, 
like electric vibrations, this all 
lasted about a minute. 

Then the car filled uith a choking 
smell, nothing recognisable. Janine 
smelt it too and both Ibcpt from the 
car far fresh air, they dragged Kath¬ 
leen half auake from the car, and fled 
dcun the read. By this time there uas 
only light in the sky. 


About 9.45pm Mrs,Richards and her 
children reached a house 2 miles 
from the car,the resident noticed 
Mrs.Richards alarm and returned to 
her car. There appeared tc be noth¬ 
ing urong except for a hot bonnet. 
Mrs. Richards finally continued homa 
Husband Second Witness? 

Mr.Richards uhe uas uaiting at 
home sau lights in the sky and heard 
a distant rear. He thought it uas 
his uife returning and uas surprised 
uhen a car did not came over the hill. 

After Effects. 

The car uas checked at a St.Helens 
garage,but nothing seemed urong,the 
radio and electrical system being in 
uerking order. 

Mrs.Richards suffered from sucllen 
arms and fingers the day after the 
event. She had a numb right-side 
face and a red mark above her right 
eyebrou, A doctor uho saui Mrs.Rich¬ 
ards said she uas suffering from 
severe emcticnal reaction, the child 
-ren suffered no after effects. 

TUFBIC's investigator felt that 
the uitnesses had been genuinely 
frightened by something. 

The UFB Returns? 

Tuo nights later on the 16th(Sep) 

Mr .Richards uas returning ha,,ie along 
a back road uhen he noticed a light 
apparently follouing some "fz mile 
behind his car. It uas at a 45 deg. 
angle to the SE uhen first seen. 

Mr.Richards could see an area of 
light but uith no definite edge,it 
uas a pale yellou colour.The abject 
seemed tc be attracted by his car 
lights;uhen he stepped it stepped; 
then he put his car lights ante 
park and it fell in behind. 

It uas half an hour before he 
arrived heme.Bn arriving heme he 
told his family about the light.His 
son RickydD uent outside rond spot¬ 
ted the object. 

It uas shaped like an inverted 
banana and uas a vibrant yellou. 

They all uent back into the house 
and uatched the object hover over 
the trees some 15Byds auay. 

They uere under the impression 
the light attracted the abject and 
uhen they turned the lights out the 
crescent shape uent further auay.

An organisation set up by Prof.O. 

Allen Hynek nou has an Australian 
' Clearing House. Prof.Hynek visited 
Australia during 1973 to investigate 
UFO reports. Computers uill be used 
for comparison of UFO reports,whilst 
the Centre will have laboratories for 
i sample tests. _ 

A SCARY MOMENT 

It was raining with nist on the moun¬ 
tains when Mrs.U.(who uishes to remain 
anonymous) parked 200yds from the 
junction of the Tayene and Diddleum 
Plains roads late on the afternoon of 
Sept.22nd. 

She was waiting for a relation to 
arrive. Owing to the steep bank on the 
left side of the rood she stopped on 
the wrong side to ensure that log 
trucks would be able to see her car. 

Mrs.Ld.heard on the car radio that 
the time was 5.29pm,then all of a 
sudden the whole area lit up,the bright 
light penetrating the interior of the 
car, at the same time the radio emitted 
a high pitched whistle. 

The witness leaned over intending to 
turn off the rodioj in this position 
she could see up the hill on the left 
side of the road. Coming slowly down 
towards the road she noticed a glow¬ 
ing orange and silver object.lt was 
moving between two trees. The object 
was about the size of a large car and 
some 15 to 20 meters up. 

Mrs.U.was understandably disturbed 
by the approach of the strange object. 
She started her car and backed up the 
road. The UFO meanwhile kept approach¬ 
ing until it was in the middle of the 
road at only fence top height and 20 
to 30 metres from the witness. 

Mrs.U.ran off the road and the car 
stuck, she could do nothing but look 
at the UFO which became stationary 
for some SOseconds. Mrs.U,was now 
very frightened. The UFO however now 
dipped over to the right and moved 
away from the road over a valley area. 
It then went straight up fairly fast 


*A Scary Moment cont^.oov. 
and was lost from the witnesses field 
of vision. 

Mrs.U. jumped from the cor and ran 
home. She looked back but could not 
see the object. Her husband and son 
went back as soon as she reached home 
but could find nothing. 

Effects. 

Mrs.U.was very shaken by the incident 
and was sick for a number of days after 
with nervous tension. Mrs.U. did not 
believe in UFO's prior to the sighting. 

It would appear the presence of the 
UFO affected the cars radio, before it 
had been in perfect order but now it 
suffers from distortion. 

The next day when the car was towed 
home it was noticed how exceptionally 
clean the front of the car was,although 
the rest was still dirty. Previously 
there had been cat footprints all over 
the bonnet, but the front was os clean 
as though given a cut and polish. 
Neither the witness or her husband felt 
it was possible for the bonnet to be 
cleaned by the rain of the previous day 
whilst the rest of the car was so dirty* 
Description of UFO. 

The UFO was domed on top but Mrs.U. 
found it hard to discern due to the 
intense orange yellow glow. 

Beneath the dome the UFO was silvery^' 
grey,firstly with a wider brim on which 
the witness thought there could have 
been portholes. Below, thepe G to 6 
reversed stepped bands estimated to be 
about 5ft in depth, the object was 
some 12ft wide. 

At the base in the centre was a small 
revolving disc and again below' this a 
protruding box or tube of short length. 
The tube object appeared to split into 
four sections as the UFO sped off. 

Conclusion. 

The sighting was investigated fully 
by our Northern Rep; Mr.Cohn Dean. 

The sighting area was checked, and Mrs. 
U.inter'.; ^ewed, she was still shaken by 
the incident 2 weeks after the sight¬ 
ing. The RAAF also investigated the 
report but could find no explanation. 
Uith all phenomena ruled out we ore 
left with a good low level UFO sighting.

21.9.74.. 0.30..5.RING HILL..Motorist 
uith passenger see strange red/yellou 
boll rise over hills to east,travel 
along then go doun to east again. 

15.10.74.. 20.50..MOUBRAY..Five uitnesses 
see yellou oval object to the south.It 
has 3 yellou lights belou and o red 
light on the top. Moves bockuords and 
foruords and hovers briefly.Brightens 
then disappears rapidly to the south. 

16.10.74.. 21.00..ROSS..Tuo Police 
Officers sight saucer shaped object 
uith red light one side and blue the 
other.lt moved about erratically then 
shot off.

Another July sighting occured on 
the Uinnelaah to Pioneer road at 
4.30am uhen Mr.J.Groves sighted a 
round yellou/uhite object.The sight¬ 
ing dote is not knoun but it uas 
early during the month. 

Tuo miles from Uinneleoh the uit¬ 
ness first sau the OFO to his left 
or north uest at an estimated 500 
ft altitude. 

The sky uas overcast at the time 
and the object also hod a hazy out¬ 
line but hod an apparent size of 6". 

The object seemed to pace Groves' 
cor and uhen he increased his speed 
the object remained alongside. 

After passing through Herrick the 
OFO suddenly passed over the top of 
the car and took up position on the 
uitnesses right or east. 

No sound uas heard from the object 
uhich after Pioneer vanished from 
sight touords the east. 

CLOSE APPROACH AT ROCKBANK. 

Our OFO seems to have been absent 
from July till Sept.13th uhen 3 
uitnesses out shooting in Rockbank 
paddock 5 miles north of Rushy Lag¬ 
oon hod a close encounter uith an OFO. 
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ClasG appriDach at Rnckbnnk cant’d,,... 

The incident occurred at 1Dpm,and 
Ipsted about half an hour. 

Raymond Graves uith tuc ether bays 
aged 14 and 16 uere fcllcuing a kang- 
arcc in the paddock uith the beys in 
front cf the Landrever operating the 
spotlight. A feu times the bays uaved 
to Graves uho thought they uanted him 
to drive foster,houever they soon turn¬ 
ed the light off,and uhen Groves stop¬ 
ped jumped into the cab.They told 
Groves they had seen a UFG approaching. 

Unable to see anything Groves drove ; 
up a small rise ahead and uas then able 
to see an orange vibrating ball lou to 
the north east and slouly approaching. 
The tuo boys uere rather frightened so 
they turned the Landrover and headed 
hack for the road. 

They stopped to open the gate and 
could see the glou from the object be¬ 
fore it came over the rise in the padd¬ 
ock, it uas nou very lou. It had been 
higher uhen first seen hut uas nou at 
2G to 3G feet height, 

□nee an the road Groves increased 
speed to 4Dmph uhilst the pulsating 
UFG crossed ever the road behind and 
paced them from the paddocks to their 
east. It uas a couple of hundred yards 
ftom the road and some ISDyds behind 
the frightened uitnesses. 

•After being folloued for a mile the 
uitnesses noticed the bright hall veer 
auay more to the south east and grad¬ 
ually leave the. road. It passed in 
front of Six Milp Hill,then after they 
had driven a further mile or tuo uas 
lost to- vieu in the trees uell auay to 
the south east. 

Arriving home at Rushy Lagoon the 
uitnesses told others of the sighting, 
a group uent hack up the Cape Portland 
Road hut nothing could he seen. Apart 
from tuo reports in Sightings Galore 
in October the Flap uas over.

UFO BUZZED BALLISTIC MISSILE. 

Huntsville,Alabama...Experts at an Aimy 
missile base say they are puzzled about 
strange "ghost ships" picked up by 
pouerful radar scanners in the Pacific 
during a tracking exercise last summer. 

There has been little official comm¬ 
ent on uhat the scientists found during 
the exercise,hut Major Dallas Uan Hoose 
an army spokesman, confirmed recently% 
that some "unexplained aerial phenomena" 
uere observed during the exercise last 
August. 

Scientists,many of uhom are reluctant 
to he named because of general public 
scepticism over unidentified flying 
objects,say privately they have been 
unable to fin d any explanations for 
the "ghost ships". 

Lie have never seen anything pracisely 
like this before,said one ballistic 
missile defence expert uho uorks for 
an army agency here and uho is familiar 
uith the advanced radar used to test 
missiles and uarheads. 

Huntsville houses the army’s missile 
defence systems command,uhich analyses 
results of missile tests in the 
Kuajalein Atoll region of the Marshall 
Island Trust Territory held by the U.S. 

Last August,the air force launched 
a Minuteman intercontinental ballistic 
missile from Wandenhurg Air Force Base 
aimed for the Kuajalein missile range, 
uhich is used by the army,air force 
and navy. 

The radar experts in the Pacific 
found they uere also tracking an unid¬ 
entified flying object next to the 
ICBM's nose cone. 

Radar picked up an inverted-saucer 
shaped object to the right and above 
the descending nose cone and uatched 
it cross the uarhead's trajectory to a 
point uhich uas belou and to the left 
of it before the phantom ship 
disappeared. 

The ghost ship uas described as be¬ 
ing lOft high and 40ft long. 

Tuo separate radar systems sau it at 
the same time uhich may eliminate the 
probability that there uas a malfunct¬ 
ion in one of the radar systems. 

It uas also reported that three other 
identical objects uere seen in the 
vicinity - the same size, shape and 
dimensions. cant'd.

STOP PBESS 
SIGHTING AT CRESSY 

Yet another northern report has come 
to hand as our Annual Report has been 
in the final stages. 

Mr & Mrs Nichols of Launceston uere 
returning home at 7pm one Saturday late 
in July, at the time of the sighting 
they mere travelling from Blackuood Ck, 
to Cressy.Ue have to go back to the 
flap of 19GG for our last case from 
Cressy. 

Firstly a red stationary light uas 
seen at tree height and in the same 
place for roughly 1G minutes as the 
uitnesses approached the T junction 
just uest of Cressy, it uas then lost 
from vieu behind trees. 

It uas nou that a bright mass of yell' 
ou light rose up from behind the hedge 
opposite at the road junction. There 
uas no discernable shape or any sound. 

Mr & Mrs Nichols uatched as the UFC 
started to move auay from them at terr¬ 
ific speed passing to the north of 
Cressy touards Evandale. The object app 
eared to remain at the same height all 
the uay till lost from vieu. 

The uitnesses thought the object coulc 
have been very close to the ground uhen 
first observed. Mr Nichols says he has 
seen a lot of planes uhilst out operat¬ 
ing his bulldozer, this uas like noth¬ 
ing he had seen before. 

Due to the delay before our Represent¬ 
ative John Dean heard of the case no 
check for possible landing marks uas 
feasible. 

The year has closed on a quiet note 
for the Centre, all the December cases 
being explained after investigation. It 
certainly haa been a busy year for 
TUFOIC in expanding contact uith other 
groups, in membership, in lou level 
sightings, and mention in the media.

to the cases investigated 1969-1971 
sau slightly higher percentages of 
UFD reports, this past year has pro¬ 
vided a record breaking 26% 

Early in the year many sightings 
uere attributed to the high number 
of satellites visible over the state. 
Follouing this during roughly Feb.to 
May,Uenus and Jupiter in the early 
morning sky created UFD reports both 
in Tasmania and on the mainland. 

Most aircraft mis-identification 
originated from the Hobart suburbs 
and Launceston areas. Uith landing 
lights being turned on at the 5000' 
level aircraft often appeared as a 
large bright uhite ball instead of 
the familiar green and red flashing 
lights. 

There uere tuo possible hoaxes this 
year, in both cases neuspaper offic¬ 
es uere contacted but from follou up 
apparently fictitious names and 
addresses uere given.
